Comments. 

v/hilst  the  number  of  deaths  during  1953  were  54  compared  with 
56  in  1952,  the  number  of  births  were  only  70  compared  with  97  in 
the  preceding  year,  giving  a  comparable  birth  rate  of  9.1  to  that 
of  England  &  ’’ales  of  15.5  and  to  that  of  North  Dorset  as  a  whole 
of  16.0  per  1,000  population. 

The  reduction  in  the  number  of  births  from  97  in  1952  to  70 
in  1953  follows  a  steady  reduction  in  the  birth  rate  since  the  peak 
year  of  1948  when  138  births  were  recorded. 


The  figure  is,  indeed,  17  less  than  in  1943,  when  the  lowest 
birth  rates  were  recorded  throughout  the  Country. 


Possible  explanations  for  this  decline  in  births  are; 


(i)  The  emptj'-ing  of  the  Polish  Resettlement  Camp 

at  Haydon  and  the  re-housing  of  the  occupants 
outside  your  District, 
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( ii)  A  flight  of  the  younger  people  from  the  jistrict, 

(  iii)  A  reduction  in  the  marriage  or  fertility  rate 
in  the  District, 

Whatever  is  the  explanation  (and  personalljr  i  should  consider 
all  the  above  reasons  may  contribute)  the  fall  in  the  birth  rate 
is  not  a  healthy  sign  for  your  staple  industry  (agriculture)  and 
the  only  way  in  which  this  unsatisfactory  trend  can  be  halted,  I 
vfould  suggest,  is  by  the  provision  of  housing  accommodation  of  a 
type  to  satisfy  the  younger  generation  of  farm  workers  and  their 
wives. 


B .  Personal  Health  Services  in  the  district . 

The  personal  health  services,  including  the  ambulance  service, 
in  the  district  continued  to  be  provided  by  the  Gountj^  Council,  It 
has  not  been  possible  to  develop  fully  the  County  Council’s 
Domestic  Home  Help  Service  in  the  district.  Otherwise  the  services 
provided  have  been  adequate  and  no  further  comment  with  regard  to 
them  is  considered  necessary. 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Services  have  proved  in  all  respects 
most  helpful  and  satisf actorj?’.

It  will  be  observed  that  one  part-time  sanitary  Inspector  and 
one  part-time  clerk  are  the  only  staff  vdiich  you  have  available 
to  carry  out  the  statutory  duties  for  which  j^ou  are  responsible  as 
a  Sanitary  Authority, 

The  reduction  in  your  sanitarj^  staff  during  the  year  is 
regretted  as  the  Rood  &  Drugs  and  the  Housing  and  Rents  Acts 
which  will  shortly  come  into  operation,  together  with  the  end 
of  centralised  slaughtering  by  the  Ministry  of  Food,  will  of 
necessity  call  for  additional  work  from  your  Sanitary  Inspector 
which  he  will  be  unable  to  carr^''  out  without  additional  assistance. 

2.  WATER  SUPPLY. 

Since  the  1st  October  the  maintenance  of  llie  Council’s  water 
supplieshas  been  the  responsibilitj'’  of  your  Sanitary  inspector. 
Ultimately,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Council  (in  consultation 
with  the  V/incanton  Rural  District  Council)  to  appoint  a  full  time 
''Waterworks  Manager  to  be  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
ivholc  of  the  Council’s  water  undertakings. 

Rainfall  for  the  year  1953  (as  recorded  by  Mr.C.E.Bean  of 
Barton  Gardens,  Sherborne)  =  26.50  inches. 

(a)  Quantity.  Some  temporary  shortages  of  water  were  again 
experienced  during  the  year  due  to  a  fall  in  the  yields  of  the 
springs  and  to  leakages  of  some  of  the  principal  mains  caused 
by  Oxford  clay  erosion,  it  was  not  possible  for  the  Council  to 
accede  to  all  requests  made  for  additional  supplies  for 
agricultural  purposes. 
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(b)  nunlity.  Tlic  bactcri olor^ical  qualitjr  of  some  of  the 
supplies  still  prove  uns"^ tisfnetory ,  in  particular  the  Southern 
r‘''rishes  Supply.  Chlorination  of  all  the  Council's  supplies  is 
carried  out  and  regular  samples  submitted  for  bacterioloficil 
examination  and  for  free  chlorine  estimation.  The  details  are  c^-ven

A  serious  case  of  pollution  of  the  River  Wriggle  occurred  at 
Yetminster,  In  co-operation  with  the  Somerset  Rivers  Board,  informal 
action  resulted  in  the  nuisance  being  abated,

The  reduction  in  your  sanitary  staff  during  the  year  is 
reflected  in  the  reduced  number  of  housing  inspections  carried  out, 
particularly  in  relation  of  detailed  inspections  under  the  pural 
Housing  Survey,  It  is  unfortunate  that  limitation  of  activity  in 
respect  to  the  improvement  of  defective  property  should  have 
occurred  just  when  labour  and  materials  were  becoming  available  for 
the  purpose  and  when  the  Council  had  decided  to  restrict  the 
provision  of  new  Council  houses,  A  reversal  of  this  policy  is 
called  for  in  the  light  of  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  G-ovornment 
Circular  No,  30/54, 

Housing  Acts  1949  &  1952  -  Improvement  G- rants , 

Four  applications  were  received  during  the  year  for  grants 
under  these  Acts,  In  two  cases  grants  (in  respect  to  three  houses) 
v/ere  made.  In  one  case  grant  v/as  refused  and  in  one  case  the 
application  was  withdrawn. 

An  increasing  number  of  proper tjr  owners  have  m-^.de  enquiries 
with  regard  to  the  availability  of  these  grants  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  the  removal  of  the  upper  financial  limit  to  the  cost  of  the 
improvement  works  will  result  in  an  increasing  number  of  applications 
for  grant  being  received. 

Housing  Applications, 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  143  applicants  on  the  Council’s 
waiting  list  of  whom  115  were  resident  within  the  district.  The 
Corresponding  figures  for  the  preceding  year  were  144  and  118 
re  spcctively.
